— The President is pleased to institute an 
award to be designated ' T*T 19 65 ’* 
"SAMANYA SEVA MEDAL 1965” and to make, ordian and 
establish the following ordinances which shah be deemed to 
have effect from the twenty-sixth day of January in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and sixty-five. 

Firstly ,— The medal shall be styled and designated as 

"nrnnq- nn jiw 1 96 5” “samanya seva medal, 

1965” (hereinafter referred to as the medal). 

Secondly .— The medal shall be circular in shape, made - of 
cupronickel, 35 millimetres in diameter with the fitting of 
standard pattern and shall have embossed on the obverse the 
State Emblem with its motto and the inscriptions “ ^iTrT^ 

Rfe Tfe<T 1965” “SAMANYA SEVA MEDAL, 1965” on 
either side of the State Emblem along the rim. On its reverse 
it shall have the representation of the Indian elephant. A 
sealed pattern of the medal shall be deposited and kept. 

Thirdly . — The medal shall be worn suspended from the left 
breast by silk ribbon which shall be 32 millimetres In width. 
The ribbon shall be dark green in colour divided into four 
equal parts by three vertical stripes each three millimetres in 
width, of red, dark blue and light blue in that order, the light 
blue stripe being worn nearest to the left shoulder. 

Fourthly .— The medal shall be awarded for services render- 
ed with the Armed Forces under active service conditions or 
conditions akin thereto. 

Fifthly . — Where appropriate, a clasp for each operation 
shall be instituted by the President. 

Sixthly. An individual qualifying for the medal for the 

first time shall be awarded the medal together with a clasp 
indicating the particular operation for which it is awarded. For 
all subsequent operations for which the issue of a clasp is 
approved, only the clasp indicating the particular operation 
shall be awarded. The bar of the clasp shall have the name 
or the place of the operation engraved on It. 

Seventhly . — The following categories of personnel serving in 
an operation or concessional area within the territorial or 


time limits to be specified separately for each operation will 
be eligible for the award : — 

(a) All ranks of the Army, Navy and Air Force, and 
of the Reserve. Territorial and Militia forces; and 
Civilians for either sex in all walks of life. 

(b) All other lawfully constituted forces and security 
force operating under the operational control of the 
Regular Armed Forces. 

Eighthly . — The President may cancel and annul the award 
of the medal with clasp or clasps to any person but it shall 
be competent for him to restore subsequently the medal with 
a clasp or clasps.

(b) Air crew personnel and personnel of ejection crew 
of air despatch units who flew 1 sortie or 3 hours 
of flying in KUTCH sector or 3 sorties or 10 hours 
of flying in KARGIL sector during the specified 
period* 
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(c) Personnel who died in service or was evacuated as 
a result of wounds or other disabilities attributable 
to service in specified areas irrespective of time- 
limit. 

(d) Personnel who won a' gallantry decoration or a 
mention-in-Despatches for service in specified areas 
irrespective of the time-limit. 

3. The qualifying areas battle zones and periods have been 
specified in Annexure I to this Notification,
